DISCUSSION 

As cited in the Registration Determination Certificate issued by the Chinese Intellectual 
Property Office of on 23 July 2008 in applicant's corresponding Chinese Patent No. 
ZL2003 10123960.9 corresponding to applicant's above-captioned U.S. Patent Application, 
Muramoto, etal JF 590 discloses that the battery pack 1 is provided with an accumulating element, 
a bag 2 sticking inside faces of the end parts in a film together for wrapping the accumulating 
element, a flat battery consisting of positive and negative leads 3 with one side ends connected to 
the accumulating element while the other side ends led out of a gap in an adhesion margin 2 1 of the 
bag 2, a base board 4 having a terminal formed on the surface so as to be connected to the other side 
ends of the leads 3, a PTC element 5 arranged in the lead so as to be connected to the base board 4 
in series, and a fixed-shaped box 6 housing a battery, the base board 4 and the PTC element 5. In this 
battery pack 1, the base board 4 is fixed between the box inside face and the adhesion margin 21, 
while the PTC element 5 is fixed between the box inside face on the opposite side and the adhesion 
margin 21. 

Honda, JP ? 388 discloses that the tabular battery 1 has a positive electrode and negative 
terminals 3a, 3b and an encapsulation part 2, and on this encapsulation part 2, a protection network 
is arranged to protect the tabular battery 1 from over- voltage or overcharge or the like. In addition, 
the positive electrode and negative terminals 3a, 3b at a connecting part with the protection network 
are composed of metal plates.
